He Was Obstructed and Ridiculed, and 


Foolish Storie» Were Told About the Kt- 
fect* of Vaccination — Kecoenized at Last 
and Honored by an Epitaph of Praise. 
Vaccination, as performed at the 


fjresent day, is an operation of compar- 
atively recent origin. 
Preventive* in- 


oculating with smallpox virus, how- 
ever, was known for many years pre- 
vious to th« discovery of vaccination. 
For several centuries smallpox was con- 
•sidered more than any other pestilence 


j the foe of mankind, statistics showing 
1 that about oap-bisth of those attacked 


I died, and that many survivors were Jeft 
j blind, dcat and disfigured. 
[ 
When Edward Montagu was appoint- 
| sd English ernbassador to Turkey, -in 


I 1716, Ins wife. Lady Mary, called at- 
| tention, in oue of her letters, written in 


j 1717, to the custom of "ingrafting" 


I smallpox 
Upon her return to Eng- 


land she at one's undertook the intro- 
duction of the art into that country, 
showing her absohita faith in the oper- 
ation by hTvingher young daughter in- 
oculated. 
Iu 1721, scientists having 


questioned the expediency of the oper- 
ation, the £?ovornmont extended remis- 
sion to ec\pial prisoners under sen- 
tence of death on the condition that 
they would submit to inoculation. The 
experiment proved successful, and the

The efficiency of the operation in mit- 


igating tho K«ven1y of smallpox waa 
groat, tha mortality averaging but three 
in 1,000 
Cut there was one drawback 


which was ( oiifaideied fatal. However 
light the mgiriltcd disease might be, it 
was still smallpox, and tho more' it waa 
couvejcd in this way the more were cen- 
tern of infection multiplied from which 
those not protected wore liable to con- 
tract the diseabo in its most virulent 
form. 


Dr. Edward Jenner was the son of 


an English clergyman, born in May, 
1749, 
at Berkeley, a village in Glouces- 


ter. The confident assertion of a young 
country woman that having had "cow- 
pox" she waa proof against smallpox, 
made a lasting impression on hia mind. 


In his twenty-first year he went to 


London to finish his medical education 
under Dr. John Hunter. Returning aft- 
er two years, ho began practice in hia 
native village of Berkeley. On renew- 
ing his acquaintance with the dairy 
people of the district, tho belief of an 
existing antagonism between cowpox 
and smallpox was again brought to hia 
attention 
By degrees he accumulated 


sufficient evidence to convince him that 
there was something in it 
On May 1 4, 


1796, Jenner made his first vaccination 
on a boy ot 8 years, named James 
Phlpps. Several weeks attorwaicl the 
boy_was inoculated with smallpox mat- 
ter, "and, as Jeuner had predicted, no 
result followed. Within one year from 
the first announcement of the discovery 
70 of the le.iding physicians of London 
signed n declaration of their absolute 
confidence iu it. 


En spite of this the discovery was not 


generally accepted without much oppo 
sition. Jenner, his system and all who 
adopted it were made the butts of at 
tat'ks hardly equaled in extravagance 
by any in the history of medicine 
When he persisted in pressing the con- 
sideration of vaccination on a medical 
society of which ho was a member, he 
was threatened with expulsion. Jenner 
and his followers were denounced as 
quacks. 
The so called school of ortho- 


doxy consisted of those practitioners 
who still adhered to inoculation. 


A mother complained that since her 


daughter had been vaccinated 
she 


coughed like ti cow and that hair had 
grown all over her body. It is also 
said that vaccination had been discon- 
tinued in one country district, because 
those who had been mi culated with 
vaccine virus 'bellowed like bulls." 


In 1800 the practice waa introduced 


mto this country, und six ycc"s after it 
was fiist made public tho kiowledge 
and practit e of thii operaticr? had 
spread o\er the entire world. In Bassia 
the empress gave the name of ' ' V<»..-ci- 
noft, " to the first child vaccinated md 
made its education a public cho.ge. 
Many honors were conferred on Jeaner 
by foreign courts. 
The anniversary 


of his birth and that of his fi-0t vacci- 
nation were for many yeaiv* celebrated 
in Germany as feast days. In 1803 par- 
liament voted him $50,000, and five 
years later $100, 000 more. 
He died of 


apoplexy in 1823, and his remaina were 
laid in the parish church of Berkeley. 
Tho following epitaph ia inscribed on 
hia tomb : 
Within this tomb hath found a resting plare, 
The great physician of tho human race — 
Immortal Jenner, whose gigantic mind 
Brought life and health to more than half 
mankind. 


Let rescued infancy his worth proclaim 
And lisp out blessings on his honored name, 
And ladlaut beauty drop one grateful tear, 
For beauty's truest friend lies burled here. 


Nowadays the old fashioned method 


of arm to arm vaccination is no longer 
practiced, as there is always more or 
less danger of transmitting disease 
from one to another. The virus, as 
generally uned now, is obtained from 
young heifers. 
Quill slips are charged 


•with it, each slip receiving enough mat- 
ter for one inoculation. "Points" of 
ivory are also used for holding the 
virus. 


The lancet is still used where one 


vaccination is to be performed. When 
a large number of people are to be vac- 
cinated new needles are always used, 
a fresh needle for each, case, thus in- 
suring absolute safety to the person vao» 
cinated. — New York World.

PROPOSED 
MKA8CKKS. 


It ia stated that the President and 


the Democrats in Congress are deeply 
concerned over the business sf agnation 
which is depressing the country. The 
Kepeal bill did not have the effect 
which its advocates predicted and 
other measures are suggested to afford 
relief. One of these is to rush a bill 
through Congress authorizing the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to sell bonds 
for the purpose cf replenishing the 
gold reserve and making good the de- 
ficiency in the Treasury. Another is 
to increase the circulating medium of 
the country through National or Htate 
banks, or both. 


The Secretary of the Treasury says 


in his annaaJ report that there is too 
much money in circulation. 
He has 


been inspired by the Eastern gold men, 
who want bonds issued, and he will 
therefore oppose any increase in the 
circulating medium. If his views pre- 
vail there will be no more paper or 
metallic money issued except what 
gold may be coined at the mints. 
There are Oongre-'-'-non who disagree 
with the ^scretary and advocate the 
issuance of tnore greer> hicks by the 
Government to meet the deficiency in- 
stead of selling bonds. Tnere are still 
others who think that the circi; lating 
medium shall be increased through 
National or State banks, or both. Then 
there are the silver men who assert 
that the silver bullion in the Treasury 
should be corned and put in circula- 
tion either as coin, or notes redeemable 
in coin, and that the mints should be 
opened for the coiuaga of silver PS well 
as gold. 


Whf-re there are so many conflicting 


opinions if any relief «s afforded the 
country it must be -through a compro- 
mise, as it is extremely doubtful if any 
of the several factions can get the 
measure which it advocates, through 
Congros.s. The people will certainly 
not sanction the sale of interest- bear- 
ing bonds, as they would not add a 
dollar to the amount of money in cir- 
culation, when Government notes can 
be issued without expense, except the 
cost of printing. There is, too, a 
prejudge aijaiust State banks of issue, 
as the notas of such banks would not 
pass current at par outside the State 
where issued and, unless guaranteed by 
the General Government, would not be 
a legal tender. However, outside the 
money centers of the East, a better 
feeling exists toward silver. The belief 
is gaining ground that the present 
financial and industrial depression can 
be mitigated by coining silver and issu- 
ing Government notes to meet the 
emergency, the notes to be withdrawn 
from circulation as fast an the silver is 
coined to take their plaaa in the money 
circulation of the country,

To tlie board of school trusltft: 
Gen- 


tlemen-—I herewith respectfully sub- 
mit my report of the public schools of 
Beno for the month ending December 
22,1893. 
Sickness in several families has 


canted a slight decrease in attendance, 
although there were several new en- 
rollments in December. 


Inteiesting closing exercises were 


held in many of the grades, which were 
fairly well attended by the public. The 
exercises merited a much largar at- 
tendance, h iwever, and I would respect- 
fully urge upon parents the duty of 
more frequent and more generous vis- 
itation. The work we are doing for the 
children concerns them, for weal or for 
woe, for life. More liberal attendance 
on the part of parents and friends 
would greatlj encourage and stimulate 
both pupils and teachers. 


The approach of Christmas awakened 


a most commendable spirit in some of 
the classes this year—charity. Instead 
of presents to those not in need of 
them, the inquiry came, Why not give 
something to those in need? This 
seemed the right thing to many of the 
pupils, and they, after consulting with 
their parents, decided to do something 
for the poor. The time for extended 
work was> short after the idea was con- 
ceived, but the result was gratifying as 
a beginning. Better than the acquisi- 
tion of much book knowledge was this 
object lesson in good doing.

ARTIFICIAL SUNLIGHT. 


A Scientist who Is Satislled that It can 


bo Made. 


In a dark room with alternating cur- 


rents of 800,000 voltage, Nicola Tesla, 
by means of atmospheric vibrations, 
caused a faint glow of light to appear. 
Explaining the phenomena, he said: 
"If I can increase the atmospheric vi- 
brations, say one million or ten thou- 
iand millions, I can produce sunlight 
in this room. Of course I can increase 
the vibrations by increasing the vol- 
tage. I can make the voltage 8,000,000 
as easily as 800,000, but I am not ready 
to handle 8,000,000 volts of electricity. 
Currents of such strength would kill 
everybody in the room. I expect, how- 
ever, to learn how to control a large 
voltage. When I have increased the 
atmospheric vibrations.perhaps a thou- 
sand times, the phenomena will be no 
longer electricity. It will be light. I 
air satisfied that sunlight can be made 
from electricity vathout doing harm to 
anybody, and I expect to discover how 
it is done."

QUEER AND GIFTED. 


AN ARTIST WHO PAINTS MONEY LIKE 


THE REAL THING. 


A Soldier, Socialist, ArU*t and Journalist, 


suad Be Ha» a Hobby-^Hls Great Regard 
for Babelals—Some ot Bis Remarkable 
Paintings Described. 
Poor Victor Dabrenil, who lives in 


Forty-fourth street, paints United States 
currency go that it looks real, and yet he 
rarely has in his pocket two coins to 
jingle together. 


Over the bar of a Seventh avenue sa- 


loon hang several of his pictures. One is 
called "Barrels o' Money." The barrel*, 
or kegs, are of good, stout oak, set in n 
row three deep, and from their yawning 
months $1, $5, $10, $20, $25 and $50 and 
$100, 
$200 and $500 bank notes, apparent- 


ly fresh from the United States treasury, 
are escaping by hundreds. The bills in 
some of the barrels are weighted down 
with heaping shovelfuls c'f gold coin of 
the larger denominations. Iliese seem 
to glitter in the light, and so do the dia- 
monds and turquoises which have fallen 
from the kegs and lie sparkling beside 
them on the floor. With them are large 
bank note sandwiches done up in paper 
wrappers, over the edges of which crisp 
new edges of the bills curl temptingly. 


To the left of this painting hangs an- 


other of about the sain^size, which, as 
it not only tells a story of its own, but is 
the key to the life', struggles and aims of 
the man who produced it, is the most im- 
portant and interesting in the place. The 
spectator appears to be standing inside 
the railing of a bank or large mercantile 
counting bouse. Before him is the tell 
er's or bookkeeper's desk, upon which 
cleverly foreshortened and painted, lies a 
ledger, the ruling and writing on th< 
pages of which are well simulated. To 
the left of the book is a bottle of ink 
from which a pen protrudes. Under th 
desk lies an overturned stool. The cash 
drawer, with its brazen handles, is open 
and a desperate looking man, with tin 
kempt, tawny brown hair and long 
beard, squints along the glistening barre 
of a loaded seven shooter en the other 
side of the grating around the desk 
while an aged crone in a red cloak stands 
beside him, and with her skinny arm 
thrust through the open window in the 
grating transfers, with a greedy and tri 
umphant leer, bulky packages of realis 
tic bank notes from the drawer to a folc 
of her skirt. 


Stand in what part of the room you 


will, yon are compelled to gaze down 
the barrel of the revolver, which covera 
the spectator at all points, and to shud 
der at the hungry leer of the woman, 
which, strange to say, is unmistakably 
seen to linger upon her careworn face, 
although her eyes, those windows of the 
soul, are hidden by her blood red cloak. 


The woman is the artist's'ex-washer- 


woman, now gathered to her fathers. 
Her desperate looking accomplice with 
the pistol is the artist himself, and the 
entire picture is the key to the aspira- 
tions, disappointments, joys and sorrowi 
of Victor Dnbreuil, ex-financier, soldier, 
journalist, organizer, porter and stable- 
man, and at present artist, author and 
socialist agitator. 


This will be better understood when it 


is explained that the title of the picture 
is "A Prediction For 1900; or, a Warning 
to Capitalists." 
_ 


"1 am vat you peeps call vairsateel," 


said tbe artist. "I paint ze steel life, ze 
genre, zo landscape, ze portrait—any 
zing vatevare. 1 gome to Amerique. ] 
have no monnaie. I go to Theophile 
Reeck, ze bankaire on Clinton place. 
1 work zero as stapleboy dwendy-two 
hours a day for four mous. I get dwelf 
dollaire a mons. By my economie I safe 
forty-five dollaire. Zen I say: 'Dubreuil, 
you owe monnaie. You must pay heem. 
You cannot get reech as a stapleboy. 
Vat, zen, will you do?1 I sait, 'I vill pe- 
cooin one arteest.' So I do so." 


Besides being an artist, M. Dnbreuil 


has been a soldier, serving with the 
French army in Mexico. He was clerk 
in a banking house and then went into 
the business on his own account. He 
became interested in the formation of & 
company which should do for Prance 
and Africa what the Bast India company 
did for England and India, with the dif- 
ference that through Dubreuil's company 
the workirigman. not the capitalist, was 
to reap the r -v. ; 1 To further this 
cheme, IIP !. ,: •'e a newspaper man. 
and for s1 - months published La Polit- 
ique d'Action. Judging by his own state- 
ments, this journal was so searchingly 
mid caustically truthful as to arouse 
first the ire and then the fear of capital 
ists, who, according to his story, ruined 
him. 


During his good fortune and his bad 


there has been one occupation that has 
always engrossed this soldier-banker 
socialist-artist. It has been the study of 
Rabelais, with the intention of explain- 
ing him to his fellow countrymen and 
the world. 


In the quiet retirement of his studio, 


on West Forty-fourth street, the self 
taught artist toils day and night to fin- 
ish the annotations on Rabelais' works, 
which are nearly done, and at which he 


a been laboring for 18 long years. 


Fhesa, he declares, will open wide tbe 
eyes of the entire world, and with in- 
ventions at which he has been toiling 
will bring him in by next year sufficient 
means to return to France, liquidate his 
Indebtedness centime for centime, crush 
liis enemies and reorganize his African 
Development company. Dubreuil be- 
lieves that Rabelais has foretold for all 
time the oaicoii<«> of the capital and la- 
bor situation, and that it is only neces- 
sary to make the laboring classes read 
the great satirist through bis spectacles 
in order to start them on tbe right track 
toward working out their temporal sal- 
vation. 


Besides the Rabelais commentary and 


the inventions, which include a new mo- 
tor for vessels, suggested by the recoil of 
cannon, and a patent suspender, which 
to is arranging to sell to the American 
government, the artist is painting an al- 
legorical conceit which he calls the 
"Apotheosis of Liberty."—New York

A Boy Whose Condition CosBplefrely B«*. 


flea the Physicians. 
» 


A very sinptnlar case U being discussed 


In local medical circles. Within tho 
post -week two of the loading physicians 
were called in consultation on a case ap- 
parently entirely new to the profession 
and for which explanations are not easily 
offered. A boy 6 years old, whose parents 
reside south of this city, one year ago 
suddenly lost his speech and hearing, 
md after being- treated by locnl physi-" 
nans it -was decided that he would be 
permanently deaf and dumb, although 
co functional trouble could be discov- 
ered and the organs were apparently 
perfect. Within u few weeks, however, 
his speech and hearing returned as sud- 
denly as they had been lost. 


Two weeks ago he again became deaf 


and dumb. A closer examination than 
previously made showed no abnormal 
condition of tho organs. 
Every test 


known to the profession was made, but 
not the slightest defect could be discov- 
ered. However, nothing could induce 
the lad to speak, and all noises, however 
sudden and unexpected, failed to attract 
his attention. A pistol fired close to his 
head did not startle him, and he appear- 
ed unconscious of everything around 
him unless it fell under his eight. When 
his attention was apparently engrossed 
by the pictures hanging from the walls, 
one of the physicians suddenly jumped 
to his side and shouted his name in sten- 
torian tones, but he gave no evidence ct 
hearing, and when objects were pointed 
out and questions asked he made no re- 
sponse. 


A thorough examination was made for 


organic trouble, after which the physi- 
cians were forced to the conclusion that 
it was a case of complete suspension of 
the faculties of the mind, so far as sound 
and speech were concerned. They be- 
lieve that the lad can both hear and 
spoak, but, that sound fails to make any 
impression on his inind; that a pistol 
shot, a voice or any other sound is con- 
voyed to hi& mind tiie same as in other 
persons, but that the uiiiid has tempo- 
-arily lost the power to distinguish be- 
tween sounds, and therefore no impres- 
sion is made upon it. Loss of voice, 
they further say, is but an incident to the 
loss of powor op identity of sound. In 
all other respects the child is perfectly 
well. No treatment has been attempted. 
The physicians are inclined to believe 
thai, speech and hearing may return, like 
they did one year ago, as suddenly aa 
they wore lost.—Indianapolis Cor. Cin«
